Mr. Seymour, a resolution of instruc- 
tion to the Public Printer, relating to 
the printirg of the laws as compiled by 
Judge Battle, as to whether the same 
should be printed for correction belore 
they may be adopted by the General 
Assembly. 

Questions discussed at some length, 
and on motion of Mr. Love it was 
postponed until the 16th of January, 

The special order, louse bill con. 
cerning the firing into trains was made 
the special order for the 22d January at 
12 o’clock, 

Mr. Cowles, a resolution instructing 
the Senate branch of the Printing Com- 
mittee to report what contract they had 
made, with a view of its ratification or 
rejection. 

Mr. Waring said the Committce was 
ready-to report this morning as to the 
contract made, but could not see that, 
under the act by which the contract 
was made, the Senate had any right to 
reconsider the action of the Committee. 

The committee submitted for inspec- 
tion the contract which they had made 
with Messrs, Stone & Uzzell, accompa- 
nied with a report. 

Mr. Ellis, of Catawba, 
accept the report. 

Mr. Alien thought there was no way of 
annuling the contract, except by the 
repeal of the act creating the Commuit- 
tee. It was exceedingly questionable 
whether the Assembly could now exer- 
cise any control in the matter.

Mr. Merrimon had the contract read, 
and upon finding that it was dated on 
the 16th inst., and the act empowering 
the Comumiltece being ratified on the 
i7th, he argued that the contract was 
of no eflect, and hefoffered as an amend- 
iment that the committee on printing be 
instructed to make no contract for the 
public printing until further instructed 
by the General Assembly. 

Harris, colored, objected to the 
amendment as being only technical. 
The contract was undoubtedly in good 
faith, and he wanted to see the report 
accepted, 

Mr. Waring argued that the powers 
of the Committee were absolute. They 
exerciscd their powers,and the ojection 
did not reach the substance of the 
matter. The contract had not been 
delivered. 

Mr. Merrimon argued that the oljjec- 
tion was not merely technical. ‘The 
Committee had acted with too much 
haste. They had acted before powers 
had been delegated to them. The act 
was not retrospective—no valid contract 
had yet been made. Ile could not see, 
however, why the Committee should 
object to having ticir action cousidered 
by the Assembly. It might be that 
Senators desired to make the printing 
less than appeared in the contract. 
believed that the Assembly could pass 
a supplemental act reducing the pay. 

Mr. Stilley thought the Senate had no 
power to reconsider or reject the action 
of this committee, He moved to strike 
out the last clause of Mr, Cowles’ reso.

FOR OPEN REPUDIATION. 

Maj. William A. Smith, of Johnston, 
Congressman elect from this District, 
haa recently published a letter in which 
he takes bold ground for the repndia 
tion of the State debt. 

Major Smith, during the canvass last 
Summer, advocated, we are informed, 
the same ground, dd he doubtless 
teels emboldened in view of his clection, 
to urge still more strongly the peculiar 


views enunciated by him dering the 


campaign. 

If ever there was atime which iepudia 
tion could be tolerated, that time is the 
present, The circumstances which sur- 
round us—the embarrassed and = bank- 
rupt condition of the State—the whole- 
sale destruction of our property by the 
unforeseen events of the war- the 
ful and unauthorized manner ia 
our bonds have been issued and appro- 
priated—thefenormous and unpreecden- 
ted increase of our debt under Radical 
management—these and yarious other 
causes have a decided tendency to pre- 
pare the public mind for such pro- 
position as that which has just been 
submitted in Major Smith's letter, 
namely, immediate and entire repudia- 
tion of every dollar that North Carolina 
owes her creditors, 

Maj. Smith’s arguments are plausible; 
but will not bear the test of thorough 
investigation. His policy may be pop- 
ular in certain sections, but we do not 
helieve it will meet with general ap- 
proval. 

In the first place, repudiation is di- 
rectly in the face ot the very language 
of the Federal Constitution. A State 
cannot pass a law to impair the obliga- 
tions of contracts. This is expressly 
prohibited. So we are met at the 
threshold by a barrier that is insnpera- 
ble. 

In the second place, it is wrong in 
principle. The State ought to pay her 
just debts as far as her ability cxtends, 
Which classes of her bonds are just— 
which classes were issued in fraud and 
corruption—which were fraudulently 
disposed of and bought up—which were 
issued without proper authority and 
without proper consideration, are 
tions to be determined at the proper 
time. 

We are for a compromise ol our in- 
debtedness, We are in favor of the 
alteration of that clause of our State 
Constitation which gives our creditors 
& perpetual mortgage on the real and 
personal property of North Carolina, 
and leaving the matter in the hands of 
the Legislature for settlement. 

The present debt of the State is a 
burden too grievous to be borne. It 
hangs as an incubus upon thie ctioris of 
the people. It cramps them at every 
turn. It crushes their energies and 
drags them down by a system of oner- 
ous taxation that isintoierable in their 
present pecuniary embarrecsments. 

But repudiation is not the remedy 
needed or desired. Aside from its un- 
constitutionality, the peop'e of North 
Carolina do not propose to evade the 
payment of honest debts while the State 
hassome assets in hand. The main 
questions to be decided are, what part 
of the indebtedness of the State has 
been honestly contracted, and how 
much the State is able to pay—taking 
into consideration her present condition 
and future prospects ? 


LET THERE BE NO STRIFE 
AMONG US. 


The, personal ambitions and petty 
spites of individuals sink into insignifi- 
eance and nothingness when compared 
with the interests of the whol people 
and the welfare and prosperity of the 
State, 

North Carolina has too mucli at stake 
her interests are too precious—her 
rights too sacred, for personal wrang- 
lings and disputes to sow the seeds of 
dissension in the ranks of that political 
party upon the success of whose princi. 
ples depend the hopes of the State, and 
into whuse keeping alone should be 
entrusted her destinies and ber honor. 

The Radical party, while it had con- 
trol of the Legislative department of 
the State Government, was guilty of an 
organized system of fraud and swind- 
ling which is unparalleled in the 
annals of legislation, aad which will 
stand as an everlasting stigma of dis- 
grace and crime upon the statute hooks 
of North Carolina. 

If such a party should ever be again 
trusted with the absolute control in the 
State, then there will be no eecnrity 
from outrage—no check against cor- 
ruption—no safeguard against nsurpa- 
iion—no protection for the most sacred

ourselves. We must keep in the line of 
organizulion. We must be prepared to 
yield our personal feelings when they 
come in contact with the harmony and 
unity of the party.

MENTS 


AMEND. 


One of the first subjects that will 
engage the attention of the Legislature 
when it returns after the recess, will be 
the amendments proposed to the Con 
stitution of the State. 

It is known that several of the lead- 
ing Radicals, while they are unwilling 
to vote for the bill of amendments as a 
whole, are in fayor of several of the 
changes proposed. ‘The Conservatives 
lave not a two-thirds vote in the House 
of Representatives, and therefore it is 
necessary to look to the Republican 
side for assistance. 

Certain changes in the present Con- 
stitution are so imperatively demanded 
that the people, without distinction of 
party, ask that they be made at the 
earliest practicable moment, 

If, therefore, the billto amend the 
Constitution cannot be passed as a 
whole, then the question comes up, has 
the Levisiature the right to separate the 
several amendments, and yote upon 
them separatim 

The Judiciary Committee have the 
matter under consideration, and will 
report the result of their conclusions 
When the Legislature meets in January, 

Eminent legal gentlemen differ in 
their opinion asto the power of the 
Legislature to separate the amendments. 
Some contend that the bill must be 
voted for as a whole, in the manner and 
form in which it passed the last Legis- 
lature. Others, equally as able and 
distinguished as the last, hold thatsuch 
separation is not essential—-that each 
amendment specified in the bill can be 
considered on its own merits and yoted 
on distinctly, provided no alteration or 
change is proposed—and that the Leg- 
islature can reject a part and accept a 
part of the proposed amendments.
